WOMEN'S  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

To  prevent  college  life  from  enveloping  the  student  in  an  atmosphere  of  per- 
petual routine,  the  girls  in  Tyler  Junior  College  have  established  a  Women's  Ath- 
letic Association  to  provide  recreational  activities. 

The  major  purpose  of  the  organzation  is  to  encourage  athletic  development  as 
a  means  of  promoting  skill  in  sports.  Among  other  objectives  outlined  and  achieved 
are  better  opportunities  for  social  entertainments,  for  the  cultivation  of  a  spirit  of 
fellowship  through  p'ay,  and  for  the  promotion  of  health  through  participation  in 
wholesome  outdoor  activities. 

The  association  has  several  divisions  caring  for  the  particular  interests  of  the 
members.  This  year  there  are  two  groups,  organized  as  independent  clubs,  which 
constitute  the  general  organization.  These  groups  are  composed  of  those  girls 
interested  in  hiking  and  tennis.

The  climax  of  the  year's  activities  is  reached  when  the  points  attained  by  the 
girls  are  considered  for  the  purpose  of  awarding  the  coveted  W.  A.  A.  scholarship 
given  annually  by  Miss  Mary  Henderson,  sponsor  of  the  organization.  In  order 
to  qualify  for  the  scholarship,  a  student  must  not  only  receive  the  largest  number 
of  points,  but  must  exhibit  certain  desirable  qualities  of  character,  such  as  a  con- 
structive attitude  and  dependability.  She  must  also  maintain  a  reasonable  scholastic 
rating.
